To assist, in the drawing up of the required report , the senior Soviet 
accountant of USIA 11 s Central Commercial Bureau prepared a statement of all 
deals between USIA and Intrac since the spring of 1952 0

should buy USIA textiles or other goods of which it has difficulty in dis-
